The following report of the Joint Committee on Compilation 
was submitted: 

To the Honorable President of the Council and Speaker of the 
House of Representatives of the Territory of Wyoming, Ninth 
Legislative Assembly: 

Your joint committee appointed to examine the compilation and 
revision of the laws of Wyoming Territory as compiled and sub- 
mitted to the Governor under the act approved February 29th, 
1884, beg leave to report: 

That they have examined said revision and compilation and 
find that the commission appointed under said act have performed 
the duties imposed upon them by revising and compiling the stat- 
utes in force at the close of the eighth legislative assembly, and 
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presented them for the consideration of the present legislative as- 
sembly, and your committee believe that such revision and com- 
pilation have been prepared with great care and will be found to 
be as near correct as it is possible for such a work to be made. — 

Your committee further report that they have also examined 
the proposed legislation which accompanies the aforesaid revision 
and compilation and find it to consist solely of a new code of civil 
procedure and also a proposed new law relating to the drawing 
and empaneling of juries, which retains, however, the main fea- 
tures of the present jury system. 

In the opinion of your committee the legislation proposed as 
aforesaid is such as will recommend itself to the favorable consid- 
eration of the ninth legislative assembly, and we would recom- 
mend its adoption without amendment. By reference to the re- 
port of the aforesaid commission it will be seen that they have 
recommended that in the event of the adoption of the legislation 
proposed by them, those provisions contained in their revision 
and compilation that are intended to be supplemented thereby be 
taken out of and removed therefrom, and the proposed legislation 
be inserted as a part of the revised statutes, and the entire work, 
thus corrected and improved, be adopted by the present legisla- 
tive assembly. 


It may be well here to state, however, that it was contemplated 
by the members of that commission that the entire legislation of 
the present assembly would be incorporated in this work before 
the adjournment of the present legislature, and that the work, 
thus amended, could be then adopted as the revised statutes of 
the Territory. But this has been found to be impracticable, and 
in the opinion of your committee it will be necessary now to pro 
vide for the continuation of the old commission or the appoint 
ment of a new one, to incorporate the legislation of the present 
assembly into the work provided and furnished by the commis- 
sion, to prepare a complete analytical index thereto, and pro- 
vide for the publication and distribution thereof. In the opinion 
of your committee unless this be done the labor and money ab 
ready expended on this work will be entirely lost. 


Your committee further report that owing to the magnitude ot 
the work and the consequent vast amount of labor necessarily, 
attending the examination thereof, it has not been practicable for | 
them to read and examine every section, and they have therefore | 
been compelled to content themselves with the examination of the, 
main features and general plan, and to trust somewhat in the)

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confidence reposed in its authors by your committee and the au- 
thorities by whom they were appointed, and they would most 
respectfully suggest that in their judgment the honorable bodies 
over which you preside will deem it advisable to adopt the same 
method of procedure or otherwise abandon all thought of new 
legislation and devote the entire remainder of the session to the 
consideration of this subject.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your special committee, to whom was referred House Bilt No. 
20, “A bill for an act for the relief of the Douglas-Willan Sartoris 
Co.,” beg leave to report that they have given full consideration 
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to the same; have examined witnesses, affidavits and other testi- 
mony relating to the claim which is the subject of said bill, and 
find the facts to be substantially as follows: 

Sometime in the month of September or October, 1883, the 
Territorial Veterinary Surgeon condemned and slaughtered seven 
| head of horses afflicted with “glanders” on the ranch of the 
| Douglas-Willan Sartoris Co., and gave directions for the disin- 
| fection of the premises and the isolation of suspected animals. 
These directions appear to have been followed out by the com- 
pany, and no further disease appeared at their ranch until July, 
1884, when a disease of some kind broke out among the horses. 
Mr. Douglas-Willan, the president and manager of the company, 
reported the symptoms of this disease (as he testifies) to the Vet- 
erinary Surgeon, Dr. Hopkins, and the disease was thought to 
be “strangles.” In the beginning of January, 1885, Mr. Willan 
had the ailing animals examined by Dr. H. J. Maynard, of Chey- 
enne, in the absence of Dr. Hopkins, and Dr. Maynard then gave 
it as his conviction that the horses were suffering from “an sm- 
press left, a mixture of epizootic poison and distemper,” but did not 
intimate that the disease was of special danger. 

(See Dr. Maynard’s letter in,evidence.) 

Another examination was subsequently made by Dr. Stevens, 
of Laramie, while on a professional visit to the ranch in April, 
1885. At Mr, Willan’s request he made a careful examination 
of the horses, but could not distinguish any ulcers such as always 
accompany a case of ,“tglanders.” 

(See Dr. Stevens’ affidavit.) 

Both these gentlemen are reputable and competent physicians. 

Not satisfied with these examinations, and becoming alarmed 
at the continued progress and symptoms of disease, Mr. Willan 
then sent for Dr. James Law, of Cornell University, in New 
York, one of the most distinguished veterinarians in the country, 
and at great expense procured an examination of the diseased 
animals by him on the 14th day of June, 1885. 

- Aftera thorough examination of the horses Dr. Law condemned 
37 head of them and recommended the isolation of 25 head more 
| as afflicted with glanders. This information was promptly re- 
ported to Dr. Hopkins, who then went to the Willan ranch on 
the 27th day of June, 1885, and condemned and ordered slaught- 
ered 27 head. On the roth day of July he condemned 6 head, 
and on the 28th day of October 4 head. These animals were 
duly slaughtered, appraised and buried, and the amount appro- 
priated - this bill is two-thirds of such appraised value. 

Io— 
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The refusal of the auditor to allow this claim (as appears from } 
his testimony before your committee,) is based upon a literal con. 4 
struction of the stock indemnity law, which provides that the | 
auditor “in auditing claims shall satisfy himself that the claim is | 
just and equitable and entitled to indemnity under said act, ¥* f 

* * and that he shall (among other things) | 
“require the certificate of the veterinarian, that in his opinion, the § 
claim is legal and just.” | 

This certificate the veterinarian refused to give in the case ofa | 
part of the slaughtered animals, and hence the auditor was un- § 
able to audit the claim. 

It appears from the testimony taken by your committee that | 
the malady of “glanders” is one which requires expert knowledge | 
and experience to detect its presence and distinguish it from many J 
other diseases which are comparatively harmless and not con- | 
tagious. sr ' | 

In the present case, it appears from the testimony of Mr. ] 
Willan, Mr. Ingersoll, Mr. Russell, Mr. Motley and others that | 
the symptoms of disease were not such as would lead any other § 
than an expert to suspect that it was “glanders.” Mr. Ingersoll, { 
though a man of extensive experience in the care and manage. § 
ment of horses, had no suspicion of the true character of the dis { 
ease, though the Willan horses were often kept at his stable, and f 
his horses were often at the Willan ranch. Mr. Willan appears f 
to have honestly and diligently sought to ascertain what the dis- § 
ease was and to have followed the instructions of the veterinarian § 
in disinfecting the premises and isolating suspected animals. 

The refusal of Dr. Hopkins to certify the claim was the only 
thing that stood in the way of its allowance, and such refusal was 
based wholly on his belief that Mr. Willan and the company have J 
been careless and negligent in permitting the disease to spread 4 
among their stock. : 

Your committee upon a full examination of all the testimony 7 
and evidence obtainable, are clearly and unanimously of the opin- { 
ion that such is not the case, and that Mr. Willan and his company § 
are not blameworthy in the matter nor chargeable with careless- { 
ness or negligence. : : 

We believe the claim is equitable and just and should be paid. §

Lo the Hon. House of Representatives: 

GENTLEMEN :—House Bill No. 11, entitled “An act concerning 
the marking and branding of sheep and goats,” is herewith re- 
turned without approval. 

The provision in this bill requiring that aH stockgrowers who 
keep sheep and goats shall have a brand which shall be recorded 
is commended; but the further provision that no part of the ear 
shall be removed would, in my judgment, work serious inconve- 
nience and hardship to the owners of sheep and goats. Legisla- 
tion of a similar character has heretofore been introduced to pre- 
vent the mutilation of cattle and horses by so called grubbing, or 
removal of the entire ear; but upon consideration such laws have 
been deemed impracticable, and the same reasons can be-urged 
against this bill when applied to sheep and goats. The prevail- 
ing custom in branding or marking sheep or goats has been to 
cut out with a punch a small round hole in the ear, attaching 


.thereto a tin or metal tag with the initials of the owner, number

of the animal, or other information stamped thereon. This 
method is particularly desirable in the breeding of fine stock, as 
in such cases the registry number of pedigree is placed upon the 
tag; also a number denoting the age. 

There is a further objection to the bill. It does not state in 
what manner the branding shall be done, whether by paint marks, 
burning, wattling, or cutting the animal in any place other than 
the ear. One of the strongest objections urged against the use 
of the ear is that it frequently happens where stock is stolen the 
ear is cut off, destroying every trace of the brand. But there 
appears to be no practicable way of preventing the effacing of 
any brand, where sheep are stolen by evil disposed persons. ‘The 
ear is the most natural and serviceable place upon which to brand 
sheep, and a law that would prevent any portion of the ear from 
being removed is, in my opinion, of doubtful utility, and would 
impose an unnecessary restriction upon the stock growing in- 
terest. g > 

A law that would prevent the removal of the entire ear but 
reserve the right to attach a tag or cut away a reasonable por- 
tion of the ear, or -bath, would not be subject to the objections 
given above and, in my opinion, would accomplish the end sought 


by this bill. : 
For these reasons I return the bill without approval.

Your Committee on Stock Raising and Stock Laws, to whom 
was referred that portion of his Excellency the Governor’s 
message relating to live stock and that portion relating to legis- 
lation defining the rights and privileges of large and small own- 
ers, beg leave to report that steps have been taken toward legis- 
lation to meet the wants referred to in said message. 

And your committee would respectfully recommend that steps 
be taken by this Legislature for the passage of laws. instituting a 
uniform and Territorial system regulating the granting and re- 
cording of live stock brands, as already adopted by neighboring 
Territories, and embracing the suggestions contained in said 
message.

To the Hon. House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—I herewith réturn without my signature House 
Enrolled Act No. 33, entitled “An act to regulate coal weighing 
at mines and to establish a just and uniform system of weighing 
between employers and employees.” 

I disapprove of the act for the following reasons: 

ist. The act provides for an arbitrary treatment of the coal 
taken fram all mines in the Territory, regardless of the kind or 
condition of the several qualities of coal. 

2d. It provides for a total abrogation of all civil contracts that 
may be made between employer and employees in respect to the 
manner of handling-the product of coal mines. 

3d. The bill is of that nature termed class legislation, and in 
my judgment would benefit only one class of workmen, regard- 
less of the rights of other workingmen, of mine owners, and of 
consumers of coal generally. 

4th. The enforcement of this law would be to hamper the 
product of mines within the Territory by inviting competition 
from outside where such restrictions do not exist. 

Section one provides that all coal mined within the Territory 


must pass over a screen placed at an angle of not less than forty- 


five degrees, the bars of which shall not be more than three- 
quarters of an inch apart if diamond shaped, or one inch apart if 
square. There are no provisions for screening the different qual- 
ities of coal in other ways, but all grades, whether hard or soft 
coarse or fine, must by the arbitrary wording of this act pass over 
the same kind of a screen and at the same angle. Should any 
person, firm or corporation wish to use coal in large quantities 
exactly as it comes from the mines, in order to obtain low prices, 
it would be impossible for mine owners in the Territory to fur- 
nish coal that way. 

Even though the mine owners, operators and consumers were 
all agreed upon the proposition, section 4 of this act provides that 
all contracts that do not comply with the terms of section one are 
void and of no effect. Should the mine owners, operators and 
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patrons of the mine agree upon a contract which would be for the 
mutual benefit of all concerned, to put their contract into eftect 
would be to break the laws of the Territory and make them 
guilty of a misdemeanor. It is not difficult to foresee what the 
effects of such arbitrary legislation would be; for the consumer 
who wanted unscreened coal at a less price would obtain it out- 
side of this Territory where such restrictions do not exist. In 
eastern Wyoming coal could be obtained from the mines of Col- 
orado, which are much nearer than the mines now in operation in 
the western part of this Territory, while under the present rate 
of transportation, and with this act in force,the mines of Iowa and 
Missouri could compete successfully with the mines of Wyoming. 
And in the western portion of our Territory the mines of Utah 
and Idaho would be made available. È 
At the present time large quantities of coal from this Territory, 
notably from Rock Springs, are supplied to adjoining States or 
Territories. This is particularly true of Montana, where it is 
used for mining purposes. Any legislation which lowers the 
standard of our coal or increases the expense of mining would 
prevent successful competition on the part of our mines for this 
outside trade, react upon the resources and mining interests of the 
Territory, and lessen the number of men employed in the mines. 
Again, the fact becomes patent that if coal used for commercial 
purposes throughout the Territory has heretofore been required 
to pass across screens of lower incline, to elevate the screens must 
reduce the quality of the coal. A far greater amount of fine coal 
would find its way into the cars if the-screens are placed at forty- 
five degrees instead of remaining thirty to thirty-seven and a half 
degrees as at present. No owner company can aftord, after the 
coal has passed over the lawful screen, to screen it again for com- 
mercial use without raising the price to the consumer. Hence 
every consumer is compelled to use an inferior quality after the 
incline has been raised an 
Coal is a commodity that is necessary to every household, and 
no class of of our citiizens would be more affected by an increase 
in price or a deterioration in quality than the working people. A 
few moments’ reflection will convince any thinking man that fuel 
occupies a very prominent place in the domestic economy. The 
working man with a large family and many mouths to feed must 
economize in every possible way. Ifhe is out of work or com- 
pelled to labor for a lower rate of wages, he can economize in 
‘clothing by wearing cheaper and coarser apparel to protect him- 
self from the elements; and in food he can dispense with the more 
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expensive meats, fruits and luxuries; and comfortably subsist on 
simpler and cheaper articles of diet. But whem it comes to fuel 
there is very little latitude for economy. It must be had to cook 
the food and preserve a proper degree of warmth to insure the 
health and comfort of the family. ‘The wash-woman who works 
for fifty cents to a dollar a day, and the hod-carrier or other la- 
borer who receives but one dollar and a half to-two dollars and a 
half for ten hours hard labor, should not have their burdens in- 
creased by having to pay a higher price or submit to an inferior 
quality of coal. Out of the fifteen to twenty thousand people in 
this Territory who labor for wages, less than two thousand, per- 
haps, are employed in coal mining, nearty one-half of whom are 
Chinese miners. Is it fair or just that- these coal miners, who 
work only from six to nine hous a day, and earn from’twenty- 
five to fifty per cent. more than any other class of laboring men 
in the Territory, should have their hours of labor reduced at the 
expense of the more numerous class of working people? If it 
were to increase the per diem of the coal miners there would be 
a stronger reason in its favor; but I am creditably informed that 
under the rules of the Miners’ Union no miner is allowed to mine 
over a stipulated amount per day; so that any legislation to in- 
crease the pay per ton would not result in increasing the pay per 
day but simply lessen the number of hours of labor of the more 
competent miners. I believe that it is generally admitted that 
the coal miners of Wyoming earn better wages than almost any 
class of laborers. 

Section two which provides that the weighers shall subscribe 
and swear to an oath or make affirmation to perform his duties 
faithfully is not objectionable and could be approved if not con- 
nected with other provisions of the bill. 

Section ‘three, while not objectionable, is perhaps unnecessary 
as the law already makes ample provision for regulating the 
manner of testing the scales, and each county is provided by law 
with a proper set of weights and measures. This section could, 
however be made even stronger and meet my approval as true 
and honest weights should be insisted upon. 

Section four is open to the objection that it encourages the 
non-observance of civil contracts. No person can be deprived 
of his rights of life and liberty by any contract he may enter 
into; but any provision of law whereby a civil contract cannot 
be made binding is, in my judgment a very dangerous precedent 
to establish. 
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No objections are offered to the remaining sections, five, six 
and seven. 

I regard the bill as incomplete and virtually inoperative te-ef- 
fect the objects sought, in that it does not provide that mine 
owners cannot reduce the price per ton of mining coal, thereby 
preventing an increase of present wages. - Nor, on the other 
hand, does it provide against an increase of price to the ‘consumer 
should the cost of mining become greater under the provisions 
of this bill. If the price per, ton for mining should be decreased 
the miner would receive no benefit while miner and mine owner 
would be likely to suffer from labor disturbances caused by mis- 
understanding and strikes that would result in serious injury to 
both. Should the price of coal be advanced all consumers would 
suffer, especially the laboring classes throughout the territory. 
Legislation that is calculated to protect the life, liberty or condi- 
‘tion of the working classes should be encouraged at all times; 
but class legislation which only effects the civil standing or in- 
come of a particular class of laborers should be avoided unless 
it benefits all classes of laboring men alike. 

lt is my desire to aid and co-operate in all efforts for bettering 
the condition of the laboring man; but believing as I do that 
this act is inimical to labor as a whole, I must decline to affix my 
signature to the bill. 

I have no doubt but those who are interested in the passage of 
this bill view the matter in a just light from their standpoint, 
but it cannot be gainsaid that the interest of those whom it effects 
is local; and while perhaps applicable to some localities in the 
territory, it is not right and equitable when applied to the entire 
territory, or to all the interests affected directly or indirectly by 
the provisions of the bill. 

I do not object to the provisions of the bill regarding weighing, 
but I do object to the arbitrary incline and character of the 
screen and the encouragement it gives to violation of civil con- 
tracts. I therefore return the bill without my approval.
